IVitli the exeeiition of two. tlie.v are all two-year- 
olds. the older liorses being rolyinelian and Holster, 
the latter a liorse for wlikli Mr. Knai>i) i>aid a large 
snin of money. So far. Hidster lias started only 
«'n<'<‘ in the Knaiiii eolors. and nism this <K-easion he 
did nothing to justify a elaitn to a idaee in the top 
tlivision. This was in a rave at Saratoga, and after 
his iHMir showing. Holster was retired for the .vear. 
Mr. Knapp ptirehased him on the strength of earlier 
aehievenients. and future prosiieets. in Kentucky, 
anil stable coniieitions are eotifident that he will 
more than pay his wa.v during the lillS season. 

I’ld.vmeliun, a four-.vear-old lieKmginij to Mr. CiK-. 
is a horse that is so well bred that his future does 
not depend on his racing history. He is b.v the 
<-elebrated sire I’ol.vmelus. and his dam is the 
liighly-bred mare. Hasiiuita. 

The twenty-seven head belonging to Mr. Coe are 
iill foreign -breds. while Mr. Knapp’s two-.vear-(dds 
are domestic-bred. Ixdug b.v sires of iiu>|uestioncd 
bieeiling. tjnite r. number of the youngsters In both 
stables have not yet lieen named. 

CELEBRATED SIRES REPRESENTED. 

Looking over the forbears of Mr. Coe’s band one 
finds the names of the most eelebrateil horses in 
Etiglaiid’s catalog, lioth on the sire’s and dam’s 
sides. It is an exceittional list of thoroughbred no- 
tables. and if tliere is anything in breeding. Mr. 
CiH‘ li.is a wonderful colleetion of horses. However, 
nothing can be said of any of them at tliis time, 
except that the.v look good in most eases, and some 
of them exeeptionall.v so. 

Like all other racing establishments around New 
York. Mr. Karriik’s charges iiave suffered from 
Weatlier eomlitions th.it have made it inimissilde for 
owners and trainers to gel an.v aceiirate line on 
their pro.spects. *'\Vtiat my .voungsters are going to 
do is a prolilem.” decl.sred Mr. Karriek. “.Vll 1 can 
do is to educate them, and send them to the post in 
the best possible eondition. After that, it is mi to 
the horses. Tliere may In- some good ones among 
them, and then ngain, tliere may not. Trainers Iiave 
so many disaiiindiitmeiits that it is luisafe to antici- 
jiate anything lint the worst. Then if iiny of the 
horses develop gn-atness tlie pleasure is all the 
greater. As soon as the weather becomes good and I 
can trot them out. I can tell more alnnit them. 
’I'liere is one thing though. I Iiave a good rider in 
Clinrles Fnirhrotlier, and lie knows how to handle 
a two-year-old without disturbing an.v erratic dis- 
jHisitioii he may Iiave. Hy alniut April 1, I shall In- 
aide to tell more definitel.v what to exin-et. 1 can 
only say now that I have a mighty good band of 
liorses and hope for tlie best.”

To the Ort Wi-IIs mare. Euterpe, heloiigs the unenviable record of having started in more races than 
any other liorse participating in .\nierU-aii racing in 1917. She ran in fifty-four races and won tivi>. Hut 
she ran second or third in twenty-four and on Hie wliole more than paid her way with tlie respectahle 
total of jia.ST.'i won. The worst record of any of Hie excessively raced horses la-longs to the gelding. After 
Night, which, in forf.v-seven attempts, proved iiiialde to win even a single race. Hie reflection being that 
Hie farm or milk delivery was more properly his line of vocation ilian tlie race tra<-k. The one race won 
ill tifty starts by Hie filly. I’lirple and Gold, is another illustration of futile endeavor. However, some of 
Hie horses given strenuous eampaigns raced effectively and profitably. That hardy eiistomer, Opiiortiin-

At iMith tracks today the opening of tlie 
spring training season was celebrated hy tlie 
horsemen wlio recalled the fact that it was the 
earliest oiii-iiiiig in a good man.v years. Cnder the 
iiiflin-nie of warm sunshine every vestige of snow 
has disapjieared from the traeks. wliieli are also 
perfectly free from frost. The courses were in splen- 
did eondition. and trainers tisik advantage of this 
b.v galloping their charges over tliem for the fii-st 
time in several months. 

-\t Cluirciiill Downs Henry JIcDaiiiel hud Sun 
Hriar out for liis first exercise on tlie batth- 

gromid that will stage his triumph or his IValer- 
loo Oil tlie oia-ning day of the spring meeting 
In spite of Hu- faet that weather eoiiditions liave 
virtiiall.v barred bini from outdoor work. Sun 

Hriar surprised all observers by liis magiiifieeiit 
api«‘araiice. His coat shone in the brilliant sun- 
shine. His e.ve was clear and he carried himself 
like a real raee horse. 

-\t Douglas Park Escoba, regarded by many 
liorsi-ini-n as Sun Briar’s most formidable rival 
for lihie riblMPii honors, was also bnmght out on 
the traek for a gallop of several miles. This 

crack colt’s apiicaraiicc also elicited much favorahh- 
eomment. He lias entirely recovered from the 

slight cough with which he was bothered, and is 
now as robust as any liorse at the traek. Trainer 
John Ward, who has the colt in charge, believes 
he will go on now aud train without any fnrtlier 
setback. Till- condition of Mr. Ward’s own Derby 
coll. Boniface, is entirely satisfactory, and present 
iiidieations iHdiit to a sjieeil.v recover.v from tlie 
attaek of distemper. This ailment niay retard the 
colt’s earl.v training, although it will not prevent 
his iireparation for the Derh.v.

GREAT FOUNDER OF A MIGHTY LINE 

Marvelous Achievement of the I'anious Horse Eclipse 
in Racing and as a Sire. 

There is no saying in the racing world more fa- 
miliar than "Eclipse first, the rest nowhere.” which 
tersely describes his racing career. Hi* was never 
beatin and elainis the higliest distinction as an iin- 
Iiaralleleil rni-er and stallion. 'I'lie horse was bred 
liy the Duke of Cumberland in 17'14, during the great 
eclipse, and reei*ived his iiatiie in eonsequi*nce. but 
owing to the iliike’s death In* was sidd by auction in 
the following year and liecanie the pnqM'rty of .Mr. 
tVildman. a I.eadeiihall salesman, for. it is said. 
75 guineas. Keli|ise only ra<*ed during two seasons. 
1769-70. and had asserted liiiiiself before Captain 
O'Kclly tiiirehased a half share in him for 6.50 
guineas, and later put down 1,150 guineas in addi- 
tion to acquire full possession, so that his first 
owner traded well, even if he parted with what in 
those days would lie a fortune. 

A GREAT RECORD INDEED. 

During his two years of active servi<*e Eclipse won 
eighteen races, including eleven Royal Plates, which 
were tlie principal events of those days, and so pni- 
noiinced was his superiority that he was unopiiosed for 
seven of them, tine of them was at York, and two 
days later, Wth 20 to 1 laid on him. he won the 
great Subscription Stakes of 319 pounds over four 
miles with uni'oinmoii i*ase. after making all the 
running and leading by a distance at tin* half jour- 
ney. (In retiring from the racecourse. Captain 
(I'Kelly’s great horse stood jit Clay Hill, near Ep- 
som. at a fee of 51 guineas, and later moved on to 
the Cannons Stud in .Middlesex, where he died at 
the age of twenty-five, leaving a great name be- 
hind him as a race horse and as the sire of many 
famous horses, among which were King Fergus. Dun- 
gannon. Don (jiiixote. Mercury. Saltram, Sateiiite. 
Pegasus, Joe .\ndrews and others. In twenty-three 
years Eclipse sired the winners of 344 races, worth 
upwards of 1.5tl.tNHI ixiiinds. a colossal record con- 
sidi*ring the tiini*s , wliih* his owner's jirofits in tin* 
stakes and at the stud amounted to oiie-sixth of 
that sum. Eclipse's skeleton was preserved for 
niaii.v years afterward, and Orton tells how one of 
Ids illKl^. elegantly nioiinted, was presented to the 
Joeke.v Club b.v King George IV.. and lK*canie “the 
first challenge prize at .\seot.” There have been 
maii.v great iiorses since, but tlie fame of Eclipse 
oversliadows them all. — London .SiMirtsmail.

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Comedy King Brings $39,000, Second Higliest Price 
Obtained for Horse at Auction in Australia. 



.An important sale of lilotidstock took place at 
Mellxiurne, .Australia, recently, when an aggregate 
of 31.245 guineas was realized for the inmates of 
the Shiple.v Stnd. .Among the lots offered were the 
stallion (,'onied.v King, and the hroodmare Air Motor. 
resiM'ctivel.v sire and dam of last year’s crack 
three-year-old Riplane. Comedy King realized 7,30(1 
guineas, and .Air Motor found a new tiwner at 7-50 
guineas. Tlie price paid for Coinedy King is tin* 
second lM*st on record olitaineil for a liorse at anc- 
lioii in -Anstr.ilia. tlie liighest figure lieiiig tlie 7..51M) 
guineas paid for Trafalgar, a son of the recently 
defunct Wallace, at Flemington in March la.-t 
year. ITior to the sale of the latter the 4.900 
guineas wliieh Bill of Portland made, stood as tlie 
largest, altliougli tlie Duke of Portland gave 13. (MO 
guineas for Carhiiie, whicli was a private transac- 
tion. Comed.v King won the Melliouriie up and 
Canlfield Futurity Stakes of 1910. as well as other 
niees. Foaled in 1907, lie is a lirown sou of I’er- 
simiiion — Traged.v (Jueen, li.v Galliiiule, and was 
boiigtit as a nearly tliree-montlis old foal, as he was 
dropped on March 15. with his dam. for 1.700 
guineas by Sol (Jreeii at tlie Newmarket First July 
Sales. .Aiiotlier stallion sulmiitted at the same sale 
was tiie 1911 Dewhurst Plate winner, AA’liite Star, 
and he realized 2.700 guineas; wliile a yearling <*olt 
li.v liitii made 700 guineas, and one by Comed.v King 
1.000 guineas. 1 ma.v mention tliiit Tragedy tjiieeii 
died last antnnin after slipping her foal to AA'hite 
Star. The latter, a much smaller brother, and a 
greatl.v inferior animal from a racing point of view, 
to Siiiistnr, winner of the Two Tliousand Guineas 
and Derh.v of 1911, was sold to Sol Green, of Mel- 
liounie, for, I believe, 6,(HK) guineas, in December, 
19i;3, altliougli 1 cannot vouch for lliis being tlie 
eorre<*t figure, and lie left for tlie .Antipodes sliortly 
afterwards — Audax, in Horse and Hound.

A. B. DADE’S METHODS SUCCESSFUL 



Cincinnati. O.. Feliruary 14. — Tlie question of a 
suei-essor to Harr.v Morrisse.v us starter has lH*eii 
settled in Kentucky and A. Barrett Dade, a native 
of tlie Blue Grass State, will wield the flag at all 
tlie Kentucky tracks subject to tlie approval of tlie 
Keiiluck.v State Racing Commission. Dade lias been 
termed as one of the liest starters of America for 
some time, and is a welcome addition to tlie official 
famil.v of tlie Three L eireiiit. His motiiixls liave 
always l«*en ,a success and he seems to get along 
with Ixiys better than most of the gentlemen who 
pull the string. 

He is a firm Iwliever in the walkiip method of 
starting and never overlooks an opiMirtunity to use it 
wlierever possible. Though in other races he will 
start right at the iiarrier. Another point tliat is 
noticeable in Dade's metliod of starting is the 
absence of twisting and turning while horses are 
at tlie jsist. In many races lie insists upon the Iwys 
relaxing and even iiermittiiig the reins to lay loo.sely 
iiIMin tlie liorse’s neck. 'Tlie Isiys all liave con- 
fidence in liim. whieli is the essential point in using 
siicli a metliod. 

His starting at New Orleans this winter has been 
one of the features of tlie raeing at that isiiiit. He 
has tile riders trained to tr.ving a walkiip start, 
and if the horses lieliave all get off winging most 
of the time. He does not fool along witli bad ix'st 
actors and cause giMid horses to suffer. As a ix'sult 
of this policy owners take a great deal of care in 
liaviiig their iiorses jiroperl.v seliooled so that lliey 
will not lx* barred from starting. Last year on tlie 
Kentucky tracks tlie stewards took it uixiii tliem- 
selves to bar bad iietors, and many liigli-class horses 
wliicli were frai'tioiis at tlie iiost came under tlie 
liaii. Of I'oiirse tliese horses cannot be bari’ed from 
stake races, tint tliey can be kept out of the over- 
iiiglit races. 

HERZ ON WRONG^END OF BARGAIN 

Emil Herz. wlio paid tiie record price of tliis year 
for a broodmare, when he lionght Marion Hood to 
breed to Short Grass, is more or less of a serious 
nature and little giving to joking. However, ilr. 
Herz tells one oil liimself, wliere he got hold of 
the wrong end of the bargain. 

Ill his younger days Herz lived in one of the 
smaller Pennsylvania' cities, wliere he worked in 
a store as a clerk for an nude, wIio has since 
lirandied out as tlie owner of a diaiii of stores in 
tlie Keystone state. Even in his early teens Herz 
was aniliitioiis and. desiring to liraiidi out in busi- 
ness for liimself, in* R.ft (lie emiiloy of his unde, 
Ixiugiit a liorse and wagon and wi*nt out to traffic 
witli tlie farmers.
